'My  system  of  Homan  Numerals  in  the  Summary  of  Ancestry  of  James  7 U 
Freeman  seems  to  confuse  some  readers.  It  may  be  easier  for  you  to 
think  of  the  progress  of  descent  in  form  of  this  circle  I  have  drawn. 
The  small  circle  in  center  of  chart  is  J.  77.  Freeman  who  is  generation  I 
in  the  Summary. 

Now  notice  that  I  have  drawn  a  series  of  circles  and  that  the 
segments  vary  in  the  number  of  spaces  they  are  divided  into,  increasing 
rapidly  in  number  as  you  move  to  the  outermost  circle. 

^Either  male  or  female.  Think  of  the  circle  as  a  pie  and  if  you  cut 
this  into  quarters  on  the  heavy  black  line  and  the  two  red  lines, 
each  piece  of  pie  will  contain  the  complete  line  of  ancestors  of  one 
of  the  four  grandparents  of  I. V/. Freeman,  regardless  of  how  many 
generations  are  represented  in  the  ,Tpie". 

I  like  to  be  able  to  place  the  approximate  time  a  grandparent 
lived  without  consulting  a  mess,  of  dates,  as  I  like  to  think  of  the 
contemporary  historical  events  they  were  acquainted  with  and  sometimes 
associated  with. 

By  looking  at  the  ■“oman  Numeral  attached  to  each  set  of  grand¬ 
parents  in  the  overall  summary,  I  know  immediately  how  many  generations 
before  Dad  these  grandparents  lived  and  which  other  grandparents 
were  alive  at  approximately  the  same  time. 

For  instance,  by  just  looking  at  the  IX  as  I  run  through  the 
Summary,  I  know  that  while  our  Dutch  Johnny-no-good  was  tormenting  his 
betters,  French  Jean  La  Montagne  was  doing  an  excellent  job  of 
running  Ft.  Orange;  that  Capt.  John  Uallup  was  maing  us  proud  of  him 
in  °onn.  and  old  Job  Tyler  was  raising  hell  not  very  far  from  the 
latter;  Lt.  Thomas  Tracy  is  Generation  IX  also  &  so  on. 

Then  there  are  no  IXs  in  som  family  sequences  so  I  realize  about 
where  our  knowledge  of  our  forbears  in  that  family  stops. 

Most  genealogies  seem  to  number  the  first  known  generation  of  each 
family  ifl  regardless  of  how  many  generations  are  known  to  that  branch 
or  how  few.  If  that  is  easier  for  you  all  you  have  to  do  is  mark  out 
my  numerals  and  replace  with  your  own  system.  Ahe  family  sequences 
would  not  be  changed  in  any  way  by  your  doihg  this-but  it  does  not 
allow  for  later  information  which  may  carry  the  family  further  back 
than  your  # I,  as  mine  does,  ^he  advantage  of  numbering  the  earliest 
known  generation  jfl  is  that  you  can  continue  to  number  downwards  as 
your  descendants  increase  the  number  of  later  generations.  here  is 
no  provision  for  further  descendants  in  my  Summary.  I  thought  you 
could  add  your  children's  etc  vital  statistics  on  backs  of  my 
Summary  for  Dad,  if  you  wished  but  do  not  use  ink  or  lead  pencil- 
type  the  information  or  perhaps  an  indeliable  pencil,  (form  letters 
carefully,  also  dates) 

It  is  fairly  tedious  to  chart  the  lines  of  descent  distinctly  in 
jrour  mind  and  I  know  of  no  method  of  "Instant  Comprehension".  Y/e 
have  such  complete  charts  (maternal  lines  also)  for  so  many  lines 
for  so  many  generations,  that  it  is  confusing  in  a  rapid  overall 
perusal.  Remember  that  the  family  that  "locks"  each  sequence  in  to 
the  overall  circle  is  given  in  parenthesis  at  start  of  each  additional 
family  sequence. 

Bor  instance,  you  want  to  place  the  two  generations  of  Lovells  or 
Lovetts  you  know  to  be  in  the  family; 

Find  the  Lovett  Family  Sequence  first,  on  page  12  of  the  °ummary . 

The  Family  name  in  parenthesis  is  (TYLER)  &  the  numerals  are  VIII  & 

IX.  So  I  kno?/  at  once  that  we  know  just  2  generations  of  this  family 
and  that  in  the  8th  generation  before  Dad  a  Tyler  married  into  the

Lovell  Family.  So  I  go  back  to  the  main  TYLER  SEQUENCE  on  page  11  and 
find  that  the  family  name  in  parenthesis  there  is  "(TRACY)  &  I  see  that 
in  the  6th  generation  before  Dad  a  Tracy  married  into  the  Tyler  fanily- 
so  I  go  back  farther  to  the  main  TRAQY  FAHILY  SEQUENCE  on  page  1  of 
Summary  and  I  find  that  ( FREEMAN )  is  at  head  of  that  sequence;  so  I 
look  in  FREEMAN  FAMILY  SEQUENCE  and  see  that  i/nthe  second  generation 
before  Dad  our  grandparent  married  a  Tracy. 

So  the  Lovell  blood  comes  to  us  through  the  TYLER:  TRACY  &  FREEMAN  LUES.

Consider  the  FREEMAN  FAMILY  SEQUENCE  on  p.i  of  "Summary  of  Begats" . 
After  this  FREEMAN  FAMILY 

my  system  is  to  start  the  next  sequence  with  the  maternal  line  in  Gener¬ 
ation  II;  James  Gavit  Freeman  married  a  Tracy,  so  the  first  large  group 
of  ALLIED  FAMILIES  after  the  FREEMAN  FAMILY  SEQUENCE  will  be  the  Tracy 
group. 

Now,  we  know  so  much  about  our  Tracy  ancestors  with  their  wives’  families 
that  this  material  alone  requires  a  separate  large  notebook-two  actually 
with  ray  extra  notes  on  them.  But  regardless  how  vouhminous  the  material 
is  it  must  all  be  put  before  any  material  on  the  next  Freeman  wife  who 
was  the  wife  of  Hoses  Freeman,  gen.  III-Margaret  Uc/Cormick. 

Thus,  we  start  the  Tracy  group  with  the  TRACY  FAMILY  SEQUENCE 
a  list  of  the  Tracy  Grandfathers  with  names  of  each  wife  when 
Then  right  after  the  Tracy  grandfathers  sequence,  will  be  the 
(all  of it)  on  the  wife  of  the  first  Tracy  grandfather  after  Millie 
Eliza  (Tracy)  Freeman-which  is  Elizabeth  Mestbrook.  And  regardless  of 
the  volume  of  information  (which  is  a  huge  book  in  my  notes  on  the 
Westbrook  alliances) ,  all  the  FAMILY  SEQUENCES  coming  to  us  through 
Elizabeth  (Westbrook)  Tracy  out  to  the  remotest  kno wn  generation  must 
be  given  before  going  on  to  the  next  Tracy  wife  who  was  Mary  Baker,  wife 
of  Isaac  Tracy.  Here  again,  vie  have  a  vast  network  of  FAMILY  SEQUENCES 
coming  to  us  through  Mary  ^sker.

HOTE-Some  records  suggest  that  Ann  Dodge  above  married  her  own  nephew 
John  Rathbone  as  second  husband.  I  doubt  this.  I  find  it  difficult  to 
believe  that  the  Margaret  and  ^nn  Dodges  above  were  sisters. 

The  records  are  too  fragmentary  £;  while  Tristrum  Sr.  did  have  daughters 
of  t'note/  names,  too  little  is  known  of  this  family. 

I  think  that  even  if  both  girls  were  reared  by  Tristrum  Sr.  &  his  wife 
that  one  could  very  easily  have  been  an  orphan  taken  into  the  family. 
Remember  that  the  only  way  they  had  of  disposing  of  orphans  was  to 
parcel  them  out  to  Colonial  families.  I  don’t  think  the  names  of  such 
children  were  often  changed  but  if  the  child  were  an  infant,  it  seems 
likely  to  me  she  would  have  been  known  as  a  Dodge  child  even  if  the 
name  was  not  legally  changed.
